HISTORICAL NOTE. 



The Methodist Episcopal Church in America was organized, under the direction 
of the Kev. John Wesley, in 1784. It spread with marvelous rapidity all over the 
United States and Canada. In 1812 the first delegated General Conference met fc 

in New York. The Canada Methodists became independent in 1828. In 1844 H 

the proceedings in the case of Bishop Andrew, who had become connected with " 

slavery by marriage, resulted in a “ Plan of Separation,” by which the Southern | 

Conferences were allowed to form a separate organization. This took place at a | 

convention held in Louisville, Ky., in 1845, when the present title of the Connec- y 

tion was adopted. The first General Conference was held in Petersburg, Va., May, 

1846; the second in St. Louis, Mo., in 1850; the third in Columbus, Ga., in 1854; I 

the fourth in Nashville, Tenn., in 1858; the fifth was to have been held in New |i 

Orleans, La., 1862, but on account of the war it was not held until 1866, when it was ^ 

held in April, in New Orleans; the sixth was held in Memphis, Tenn., in 1870; v 

the seventh in Louisville, Ky., 1874; the eighth in Atlanta, Ga., in 1878; the 
ninth in Nashville, Tenn., in May, 1882; the tenth to be in Richmond, Va., 1886. • j

MINUTES. 



The White River Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 

South, began its sixteenth session in the Opera-house at Helena, Ark., on the 9th 
day of December, 1885, at 9 o’clock a.m. 

Bishop J. C. Granbery, in the President’s chair, called the Conference to order, 
conducted religious exercises, and opened the session. 

George Thornburgh, the Secretary of the last Conference, called the roll of 
members and delegates, to which the following named answered, to wit :

On motion of J. C. Brown, the bar of the Conference was fixed to include tlie 
parquet. 

It was resolved that the Conference meet at 9 o’clock a.m., and adjourn at 12:HO 
p.M. each day. 

The presiding elders nominated the following to compose the several commit- 
lees, viz.: 

On Public Worship — J. M, Clark and .J. C. Brown. 

On Conference Relations — George M. Hill, M. C. Morris, T. A. (,’raig, H. T. 
Gregory, William M. Watson, Thomas Vincent, and S. W. Register. 

On District Conference Journals — T. B. F. .James, W. E. Randle, F. M. Scott, and 
R. I). Moon. 

On Church Property — F. R. Noe, A. L. Malone, C. G. Johnston, John S. Watson, 
and J. L. Robertson. 

On Books and Periodicals — G. A. Dannelly, R. P. Harwood, J. F. Armstrong, 
M. B. Umpstead, and R. G. Brittain.

Dr. R. A. Young, of the Tennessee Conference; Rev. E. E. Hoss, of the Hol- 
ston (Jonference; Rev. W. C. Dunlap, of the North Georgia Conference; Rev. C^ 
C'. Godden, of the Little Rock (’onference ; Revs. J. M. Clayton and V. V. Har- 
lan, of the Arkansas Conference; and Rev. S. C. Stone, of the Little Rock Con- 
ference, were introduced to the t'onference. 

A letter from Dr. McFerrin, inclosing a check for thirteen dollars and eighty- 
seven cents from the Colvin Fund, was read, and with tlie check was referred to 
the Joint Board of Finance. 

A letter from Dr. Hinton requesting a special committee on the Quarterly Re- 
view and the appointment of a member of the Conference to solicit subscribers was 
read, and the request granted. The President appointed to compose such com- 
mittee, T. B. F. James, .1. F. Pike, and J. F. Jernigan; and to solicit subscrip- 
tions, E. A. Garrison. 

A circular letter from Dr. Morton relative to the (Jhurch extension work was 
read and referred to the Board of Church Extension. 

A circular letter from W. C. Dunlap anent Paine Institute was read and re- 
ferred to the Board of Education. 

Dr. Winfield read a statement as to the condition of the Arkansas Methodist, 
which was referred to the Committee on Books and Periodicals. 

Dr. Young addressed the Conference in behalf of the Publishing Flouse. 

Question 20. Are all the preachers blameless in their life and official adminis- 
tration ? The names of Ed. T. Jones, John Rhyne, Joseph Anderson, J. J. .Vlex- 
ander, and R. G. Brittain were called, and their characters passed. And Ed. T. 
Jones and John Rhyne asking special relations, their requests were referred to the 
(’ommittee on Conference Relations. 

Question 4. Who are admitted into full connection? John I. Maynard, Elisha 
L. W. Arnold, James R. Edwards, and James D. Rutledge stood approved exam- 
inations before the committee (Elisha L. W. Arnold having passed last year), their 
characters were passed, and they answering all the disciplinary questions, after 
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being addressed by the Bishop, were by vote of the Conference severally admitted 
into full connection. And the Committee of the Third Year reported that Brother 
Arnold had passed an approved examination before it. 

Question 8. What traveling preachers are elected to deacon’s orders? John I. 
Maynard and James R. Edwards stood an approved examination, their characters 
passed, and they were elected to deacon’s orders. 

The Rev. C\ C. Godden spoke to the Conference on behalf of his book-house at 
Little Rock. 

Dr. Young spoke for the cause of Foreign Missions. 

F. A. Jeff’ett and T. B. F. Janies moved that the Conference promise to use its 
jitniost efforts to raise one-fourth of the assessment for Foreign Missions by the 
loth day of February, 1886, which was unanimously adopted. 

John Moore wjis put upon the Committee of the Third Year in place of J. C. 
t-arter, wlio was absent. 

M. B. Umpstead was put upon the Committee of the Fourth Year in place of 
H. M. Granade, who was absent. 

After singing the <loxology, ('onference adjourned with the benediction by the 
President. 







\ SECOND DAY. 

Thursday morning, December 10, 1885, ('onference was opened in the new house 
of worship of the ^Methodist Episcopal Church, South, at !) o’clock Bishop Gran- 
bery presiding. 

Religious services were conducted by Josephus Anderson. 

The roll of those who were absent on yesterday was called, and tlie following 
named answered, viz.: 

Members — John H. Dye, Josephus Anderson, C. L. Freeman, and H. M. 
Granade. 

Delegates — J. K. Pope, L. P., Helena District; D. P. Tunstall, Batesville Dis- 
trict; J. F. Smith, Jonesboro District. 

A. L. Malone, alternate delegate from Jonesboro District, appeared and took 
the place of W. C. Malone, who has died since his election. 

The minutes of yesterday’s session were read and approved. 

It was ordered that hereafter the calling of the roll be dispensed with. 

The bar of the Conference was fixed to include the first six rows of seats from 
the front of the pulpit. 

A communication from the Agent of the Publishing House was read, and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Books and Periodicals. 

1 Question 1. Who are admitted on trial? R. S. Deener, recommended by the 

Quarterly Conference of Arkansas Post Circuit, Pine Bluff’ District, Little Rock 
Conference; William J. Vick, recommended by the Qjiarterly Conference of 
Wheatley Circuit, Helena District; William Manley, recommended by the Quar- 
terly Conference of De View Circuit, Helena District; Dudley W. Reid, recom- 
mended by the Quarterly Conference of the Melbourne Circuit, Batesville Dis- 
trict; Joseph M. Denison, recommended by the Quarterly Conference of Bethesda 
Circuit, Batesville District; Robert C. Bland, recommended by the Quarterly 

f 
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Conference of Betliesda Circuit, Batesville District; Michael J. Hiveley, recom- 
mended by the Quarterly Conference of luka Mission, Batesville District; Win- 
field S. Southworth, recommended by the Quarterly Conference of Mammoth 
Springs Circuit, Batesville District; Thomas B. Williamson, recommended by the 
Quarterly Conference of Pocahontas Circuit, Newport District; Michael Martz, 
recommended by the Quarterly Conference of Osceola Circuit, Jonesboro Dis- 
trict. All stood approved examinations before the committee, and were admitted 
on trial. 

Question 20 — ‘‘Are all the preachers blameless in their life and official adminis- 
tration?” — was resumed. The names of J. M. Clark, J. C. Brown, C. B. Hunton, 
John Moore, George M. Hill, C. H. Ford, and N. E. Skinner were severally called, 
and their characters passed. The name of N. B. Fizer was called, and his pre- 
siding elder stated that there had been complaints made against him; and upon 
motion of J. M. Clark the Conference ordered that a committee be appointed by 
the chair to investigate the case, whereupon the President appointed J. M. Talk- 
ington, E. M. Baker, and Frank Ritter to compose the committee. 

Question 2. Who remain on trial? A. M. R. Branson, C. W. Rook, William 
F. Walker, Thomas Whitaker, A. J. Johnson, and William Pendergrass stood 
approved examinations, their characters passed, and they were continued on trial 
and advanced to the class of the second year. E. M. Davis’s character passed, but 
not having been before the committee, he was continued in the class of the first 



Question 3. Who are discontinued ? Moses R. Harp, by vote of the Confer- 
ence. 

The Rev. E. E. Hoss addressed the Conference on the Sustentation Fund an<i 
other interests of Vanderbilt University. 

The Rev. W. C. Dunlap addressed the Conference in behalf of Paine Institute, 
and took up for that institution a collection amounting to two hundred and fifty 
dollars in money and subscriptions, after which he sung “ Palms of Victory,” the 
Conference joining in the chorus. 

Bishop Lane, of the Colored Methodist Episcopal Church in America, was in- 
troduced to the Conference, and spoke for Lane Institute, at Jackson, Tenn., and 
thereupon twenty dollars were contributed to him by members of the Conference 
for that school. 

After singing the doxology, the Conference adjourned with the benediction by 
the President. 



THIRD DAY. 

Friday morning, December 11, 1885, Conference met at 9 o’clock Bishop Gran- 
bery present and presiding. 

Religious services were conducted by Thomas Vincent. 

The minutes of yesterday’s session were read and approved. 

Z. T. Bennett, a member; W. A. Yarnell, delegate from Searcy District; and 
J. L. Robinson, a delegate from Helena District, announced their presence. 

The Annual Registers of Quitman College and Central Collegiate Institute were 
presented, and referred to the Board of Education. 
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Question 7. Who are the deacons of one year? The characters of Lewis Kel- 
ley and Joseph S. Brooke passed, and they, having stood an approved examination 
before the committee, were continued on trial, and advanced to the class of the 
fourth year. John W. Woods’s character passed, but not having been before the 
committee, he was continued in the class of the third year. 

The committee appointed upon the case of N. B. Fizer made the following re- 
port, which was adopted, to wit: 

“Your committee upon the case of Brother N. B. Fizer would report'that we 
have prayerfully and carefully considered the case, and from all the information 
obtained by us we deem a trial unnecessary. J. M. Talkington, 

E. M. Baker, 

, Frank Bitter.” 



Question 20. Are all the preachers blameless in their life and official adminis- 
tration? The following named were called, one by one, and their characters 
passed, to wit: N. B. Fizer, F. A. Jeffett, E. A. Garrison, G. A. Dannelly, J. F, 
Pike, Z. T. Bennett, .1. M. Talkington, M. B. Umpstead, E. C. Castleberry, John H. 
Dye, W. W. Anderson, H. M. Granade, Josephus Anderson, E. M. Baker, Thomas 
Vincent, J. F. Troy, I. A. Vernon, .J. C. Carter, H. T. Gregory, Benoni Harris, M. 
M. Smith, Frank Ritter, M. C. Morris, T. A. Craig, S. D. Evans, T. B. F. James, 
R. P. Harwood, J. F. Armstrong, I. T. Morris, and R. D. Moon. 

Dr. Venor, State Superintendent American Bible Society, was introduced, and 
addressed the Conference in behalf of that society. 

Question 12. What traveling preachers are elected elders? The names of 
Stephen W. Register, Franklin R. Noe, .John C. Ritter, and Asa S. Blackwood 
were called, their characters passed, and they, having stood approved examination 
before the committee, were severally elected elders. John C. Ritter stood ap- 
proved examination before the committees of both the third and fourth year. 

Joseph S. Brooke and John W. Wood are noticed under Question 7. 

Question 1. Who are admitted on trial? William A. Peck, recommended by 
the Quarterly Conference of Gum Springs Circuit, Searcy District, stood an ap- 
proved examination before the committee, and was admitted on trial ? 

Question 5. Who are readmitted ? None. 

Rev. S. H. Babcock, of the Arkansas Conference; Revs. John F. Truslow and 
R. M. Standefer, of the North Mississippi Conference, were introduced to the 
Conference. 

J. B. Suttler moved that when we adjourn this session it be to meet again at 2:30 
o’clock this afternoon, and that the special order for the afternoon session shall be 
to vote on the change of the name of the Church, and to elect delegates to the 
General Conference, which motion prevailed. 

W. A Peck, a minister of the Missionary Baptist Churcli. in elder’s orders, rec- 
ommended by the Quarterly Conference of Gum Springs Circuit, Searcy District, 
applied to the Conference for recognition of his orders, and by vote of the Con- 
ference he was recognized as an elder in our Church on condition that he takes 
upon himself our ordination vows. 

R. B. Parrot, a local deacon in our Church, surrendered his credentials to the 
Conference. 

After singing the doxology. Conference adjourned with the benediction by the 
President. 
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AFTERNOON SESSION. 

Friday, December 11, 1885, ('onference met at 2:30 p.m., Bishop Granbery 
presiding. 

Religious services were conducted by G. A. Dannelly. 

The minutes of the morning’s session were read and approved. 

The special order being to vote upon the proposition to change the name of the 
Chiirch,*the President stated the question to be: “Shall the name of the Church 
be changed from Methodist Episcopal Church, South, to Methodist Episcopal 
Church in America?” 

There were no votes cast for tlie change, and sixty-seven votes against the 
change. 

The Conference then entered into the election of delegates to the General Con- 
ference. There being sixty-one clerical members and twenty lay members, 
making eighty-one, the President declared the ('onference entitled to two clerical 
and two lay delegates. 

E. A. Garrison and .1. M. Clark, clerical, and .1. F. Smith and A. L. Malone, 
lay membei’S, were appointed tellers. 

The first ballot resulted as follows: For lay delegates there Avere fourteen votes 
east — necessary to a choice, 8. George Thornburgh received thirteen votes, and 
was declared by the President elected. For clerical delegates there were fifty-three 
votes cast — necessary to a choice, 27. No one having received the necessary 
number of votes, the President declared that there Avas no one elected. 

'Phe second ballot resulted as folloAvs : For one lay delegate there were fourteen 
A'otes cast — necessary to a choice, 8. F. P. Laws received eight votes, and Avas de- 
clared by the President elected. For clerical delegates there Avere fifty-six votes 
cast — necessary to a choice, 29. Josephus Anderson received thirty-two Amtes, and 
Avas by the President declared elected. 

The third !)allot resulted as folloAvs: For one clerical delegate there were fifty- 
six votes cast — necessary to a choice, 29. No one receiving the necessary number 
of votes, the President declared that no one was elected. 

The fourth ballot resulted as follows : For clerical delegate there were fifty-five 
votes cast — necessary to a choice, 28. No one having received the necessary num- 
ber of votes, the President declared that no one Avas elected. 

The fifth ballot resulted as folloAvs: For clerical delegate there were fifty -five 
votes cast — necessary to a choice, 28. Benoni Harris received thirty votes, and 
was by the President, declared elected. 

It was ordered by a Amte of the lay delegates that the two persons receiA'ing the 
highest number of votes next to the one elected on the last ballot for lay delegate 
should be the alternate delegates; and it appearing that J. M. Hanks and ,J. 1*’. 
Smith I'eceived the highest number of votes under such order, they were by the 
President declared elected alternate lay delegates. 

The same order having been made by the clerical members as to the selection 
of their alternate delegates, and it appearing that John H. Dye and F. A. Jefiett 
had received the highest number of \mtes under such order, they were by the 
President declared elected alternate clerical delegates. 

The orders for the selection of alternate delegates Avere made before the last bal- 
lot for delegates was taken. 
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Question 31. Where shall the next session of the Conference be held P Jones- 
boro was selected by a unanimous vote. 

Question 17. Who are supernumerary? The Committee on Conference Rela- 
tions reported in favor of granting Ed. T. Jones a supernumerary relation, and 
he was, by vote of the Conference, granted such relation. 

Question 18. Who are superannuated? The Committee on Conference Rela- 
tions reported in favor of granting John Rhyne a superannuated relation, and he 
was, by vote of the Conference, granted such relation. 

The Statistical Secretary made his report on membership, baptisms, and Church 
property, which showed an addition of fourteen hundred and twenty-five mem- 
bers during the year. (See table in Appendix.) 

The Conference, led by the President, arose and sung the long meter doxology 
for the large increase of members during the year. 

On motion of John H. Dye, a vote of thanks was tendered to the Secretaries of 
the Conference for preparing the forms for the report-books used by our pastors, 
and to Fizer & Penn for printing and binding the same without cost to us, and to 
Brother Brickell for a neat case in which to distribute the reports. 

Conference adjourned with the benediction by the President. 



FOURTH DAY. 

Saturday morning, December 12, 1885, Conference met at {) o’clock Bishop 
(xranbery presiding. 

Religious services were conducted by C. H. Ford. 

The minutes of yesterday’s afternoon session were read and adopted. 

Brother Noe announced that the members of the Conference had contributed 
the sum of thirty dollars and eighty cents for Sister Hall, the mother of B. F. and 
John Hall.

The announcement of McTyeire Institute was presented and referred to the 
Board of Education. 

Question 14. What local preachers are elected elders? Winfield S. South worth, 
recommended by the Quarterly Conference of Mammoth Springs Circuit, Bates- 
ville District; Thomas B. Williamson, recommended by the Quarterly Confer- 
ence of Pocahontas Circuit, Newport District; and A. H. Woodard, recommended 
by the Quarterly Conference of La Anguille Mission, Jonesboro District, severally 
certifying their belief in the doctrines and discipline of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, were elected elders. 

Question 10, Who are located this year? John W. Wood, a deacon in the 
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class of the third year; C. L. Freeman and C. B. Hunton, in elder’s orders — all at 
their own request. 

Question 21. What is the number of local preachers and members in the sev- 
eral circuits, stations, and missions in the Conference? Local preachers, 161; 
members. 16,359. 

Question 22. How many infants have been baptized during the year ? 594. 

Question 23. How many adults have been baptized during the year? 1,578. 

The Board of Church Extension made its report as follows : 

“ Your Board of Church Extension would respectfully report that the assess- 
ment upon this Conference for Church Extension this year was $600, of which 
only $233 was paid. Of this sum one-half is due the Parent Board, leaving for 
our board $116.50; to which we add a balance on hand from last year of $47.35, 
making a total in our treasury of $163.85.

The names of S. L. Cochran, F. E. Taylor, W. R. Fos- 
ter, John S. Watson, J. F,^ Jernigan, and A. ( ^ Griffin were called one by one, and 
their characters passed. 

The Committee on District (.lonference Journals made the following report, 
which was approved, to wit: 

“Your Committee on District Conference Journals respectfully report that only 
two journals — the Helena District and Newport District — were submitted to us. 
These two have been well and correctly kept; and without intending any invidi- 
ous distinctions we beg leave to say that the Journal of the Newport District is a 
model of neatness and accuracy, and reflects great credit upon the officers of that 
body.

T. B. F. Ja.mes, Chairman:’ 
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^ J. Anderson and J. B. Suttler offered the following resolutions, which were 

adopted, viz.: 

“Whereas the semi-centennial of Arkansas as a State will occur next year; and 
whereas the people of Arkansas intend to observe the year by a great exposition ; 
and whereas the semi-centennial of Arkansas Methodism occurs the same year; 
and whereas the Rev. A. Hunter, D.H., is the only survivor of the first Confer- 
ence, organized in 1836: therefore, be it 

“ 1. Resolved, That we will appropriately celebrate our semi-centennial next 
year. 

“ 2. That a committee of three be appointed to act with the committees appoint- 
ed by the Arkansas and Little Rock Conferences to prepare for such a celebration 
as our great Methodism may demand. 

“3. That we request Rev. A. Hunter, D.D., to preach before our Conference next 
year.” 

The Conference directed the President to appoint the committee provided for 
in the above resolution; whereupon he appointed Josephus Anderson, John H. 
Dye, and J. B. Suttler. 

The Board of Education made its report. J. M, Hanks moved to strike out so 
much of the report as recommended a committee to visit Central Collegiate In- 
stitute, which motion was lost, and the report was adopted. (See report in Ap- 
pendix.) 

A. L. Malone was put upon the Committee on Books and Periodicals in place 
of R. G. Brittain, who asked to be relieved. 

W. A. Yarnell, Frank Ritter, and N. B. Fizer were granted leave of absence 
for the remainder of the session. 

The C’onference engaged in a memorial-service consisting of a song by the (in- 
ference and prayer led by Benoni Harris. 

Question 19. What preachers have died during the year? Jas. A. Anderson. 

The Cimmittee on Memoirs made their report upon the death of Brother An- 
derson, also upon the death of Rev. W. C. Malone, as follows : 

“ Your (Jommittee on Memoirs beg leave to .submit the following: One of our 
number has died since we last met. Brother James A. Anderson has been called 
from labor to reward. We are not sufficiently informed to report accurately as 
to his birth, education, conversion, or call to preach. Brother Anderson was 
transferred from the Little Rock to this Conference in 1882. We take the fol- 
lowing concerning Brother Anderson’s sickness and death from Brother J. F. 
Pike: M visited him several times during his last sickness. He said his heart 
was in the work of saving souls, and if it was God’s will he would like to be re- 
stored, so that he could call sinners to repentance, but he was resigned to the will 
of God, and said: “Tell my brethren of the White River Conference that I died 
at my post.” He was fifty-four years old at the time of his death. He died at 
the home of his brother-in-law. It was, I think, on the 5th of June, 1885. He 
was a faithful and devout preacher. 

Servant of God well done, 

Rest from thy loved employ.’ 

“Rev. W. Q. Malone, a local elder, died Nov. 26, 1885, at his home in Vandale. 
He was not a clerical member of the Conference, but had been elected a delegate, 
and was virtually a member of that body, and we deem it proper to make some 
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mention of his death in our report. He was born in North Carolina, on Sept. 5, 
1826, being fifty-nine years of age at the time of his death. He professed religion 
and joined the Church in 1843, was licensed to preach in 1852, ordained deacon 
by Bishop Paine in Searcy in 1859, and elder by Bishop Pierce in the same place 
in 1866. In 1870 he was admitted on trial in this Conference, and served differ- 
ent appointments a few years, when, in order to properly support his family, he 
located, and ever after remained a faithful local preacher until God called him to 
come up higher. We are informed by his son. Brother A. L. Malone, a lay mem- 
ber of this Conference, that his father’s death was a most triumphant one; that he 
died like the Christian always dies — in full hope of a blessed immortality. Said 
he, just before he breathed his last, ‘All is well.’ The Church has sustained a 
serious loss in the death of Brother Malone.” 

After some remarks by several of the brethren, the Coference adopted the re- 
port, and arose and sung “In the sweet by and by.” 

Conference adjourned with the benediction by the President. 



FIFTH DAY. 

Monday morning, December 14, 1885, Conference met at 9 o’clock. Bishop 
Granbery presiding.

BOOKS AND PERIODICALS.

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

Among the papers submitted to the Board during the session of our Conference 
is one from Paine Institute, at Augusta, Ga. It states that said institution has a 
hopeful outlook, but is in pressing need of present financial assistance, and asks 
that our Conference take such action as it may deem best to secure contributions 
from the people for the purpose of purchasing the grounds and buildings and com- 
pleting the latter. The Board have no recommendations or suggestions to make 
concerning this institution. Brother Dunlap, Agent for the school, was among 
us, and raised for its benefit a collection of two hundred and fifty dollars in money 
and subscriptions. 

We had referred to us the annual announcement of the Quitman Male and Fe- 
male College, which is reported as being in a prosperous condition. Brother 
Babcock, the President, appeared personally before the Board and represented 
his school, stating that the largest portion of his foreign patronage was from the 
territory of the White River Conference. This brings us under obligations to 
look kindly upon the school and render it all the encouragement in our power. 
At the request of the President, and right willingly, we recommend that a com- 
mittee from the territory contiguous to the school be appointed to visit the col- 
lege, and report upon its work at the next Conference. It is with great pleasure 
that we recommend the Quitman College. 

The annual catalogue of Central Collegiate Institute was also laid before your 
Board. Brother V. V. Harlan, the Financial Agent appointed by the Little Rock 
and Arkansas Conferences, reports this institution as being in a fair way to be- 
come the property of the Church at no very distant day. He does not ask that 
we take steps to procure a property right in the school, but does ask that we rec- 
ommend the appointment of a visiting committee, to be composed of the same 
brethren who may be appointed to visit Quitman College. We cheerfully recom- 
mend that the request be granted and the committee appointed ; and we sincerely 
hope that the laudable effort to secure this splendid piece of property, so well and 
favorably located, to our Arkansas Methodism will be successful. 

Papers from McTyeire Institute have been referred to the Board. We are glad 
to be able to state that this institution grows in favor and bids fair to become the 
first of training-schools for boys in all the land. The principals, Messrs. Good- 
loe and Williams, are ambitious to make of theirs a special training-school for 
Vanderbilt University, and appear to be succeeding well. We most earnestly rec- 
ommend McTyeire Institute, and assert that boys sent there are in good hands. 

There are within the bounds of our Conference some two or three district high 
schools, but no reports from them have been laid before this Board, and conse- 
quently we can say nothing of their condition. In common with all the Confer- 
ences of our Church and the entire Connection, we are proud of that noble and 
grand institution the Vanderbilt University, and we are profoundly grateful that 
• its prosperity and usefulness increase yearly. There is perhaps no university in 
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the United States better equipped for successful and thorough instruction, and 
where finer facilities are afforded for educating its pupils in the highest grades. 
Enough can hardly be said in praise of this our greatest school. It is with pro- 
found sorrow and regret that we note the recent death of its wealthy patron and 
son of its great founder, Wm. H. Vanderbilt; but the name of father and son will 
ever live in that monumental institution. 

We are glad to say that the cause of education throughout our State is receiv- 
ing more and more attention. After so long the people are being roused to the 
importance of educating their children and qualifying them for usefulness and 
success in life.
